“The report was immediately ~ 
withdrawn before ithe press 
could. obtain it, and then re- 
issued after the. correction—of 
“minor errors,” as one’of the 
report’s signers, Dr. Craig 
Walden, head of the council’s 
applied. biology division, put it 
to The Times. 

‘The main change was’ the 
report’s conclusion. 

The revised report, issued 
under-the name of the coun- 
sil’s engineering head as well 
fas the original two signers, 
concluded: 

“Many questions have. 
arisen fram this study regard- 
ing - the—overall ‘effectiveness 
of the waste discharge 
scheme proposed by Western 
Mines Ltd, and from the lack 
of sufficient technical infor- 
mation for adequate evalua- 
tion of the proposed scheme. 


Serious Problems 


“Its failure to function 
effectively could lead to seri- 
ous problems regarding the 
drinking water quality, sports 
fishing. potential and recrea- 
tional value of the waters -of 
Buttle Lake. 

“Tt is suggested: that .to 
more clearly delineate these 
problems further study would 
be required. If such work 
could not be completed for 
incorporation of its findings 
into. the desigh ‘of. the actual 
‘tailings disposal: system, then 
the design should anticipate 
modifications that might pos- 
sibly. be required to make it 
effective and in addition,” 
provision for emergency 
disposal should’ be 
corisidered as a standby in the 
event of serious pollution,” 
the new report based on the 
original evidence concluded.

conceding : 

“The Information Summary 
included with Western Mines’ 
application was found to con- 
tain omissions and technical 
errors and as a result. it is 
considered to. be ofily of 
limited use as an overall 
summary of the technical 
problems involved in the 
disposal of the mine tailings.” 


Wrong Data 
At the outset, then, the 
report in effect _ admitted it 
was based largely on wrong 
information, and in. the con- 
clusion, still ostensibly based 
on the original- analysis, the 
original blast becamie—a half- 
hearted slap on the wrist. 
“When even this watered- 
down report was seized upon 
by opponents of the control 
board action the head of the 
council, Dr. P. C. Trussell, 
under considerable pressure, 
in effect completely, repudi- 
ated the original report. 
“The_principles_upon. which 
the tailing disposal ‘system is 
based are considered to be 
sound,” Dr. Trussell said, 
“and the council believes that 
a well-designed system based 
on these principles 
maintain chemical contamina- 
tion’ and turbidity well under 
control so that the purity of 
waters in and passing from 
Buttle Lake would

In their dealings with in- 
dustrialized nations, the coun- 
tries -of Latin America inevi- 
tably must sell cheap and buy. 
dear. This keeps them 
chronically hard up and with- 
out . adequate resources to 


attack their internal problems: 


of grinding poverty and ‘back- 
wardness, 

Most Latin countries have 
made their situations even 
more difficult through their 
unwillingness to tackle the 

_Teally hard reforms called for 
by the Alliance. These needed’ 
reforms are land ibution, 
increased education, an equit- 
able tax stritcture and 
measures to stem. the flight of 


_ capital. 


Even- the lengthy strides 
toward industrial dev elop- 
ment, especially those in 
Mexico, Brazil and_Argentina, 
have shown little promise of a 
real solution to Latin eco 
nomic problems.

stipulating: “If, in the 
opinion. of the board, the final 
means of disposal is ungatis- 
factory, remedial measures 
deemed necessary by the 
board at that time. shall be 
undertaken Immediately." ~~ 

Tt was not good enough for 
the water district, the munici- 
pality of. Campbell River -or 
_ the -18,000-mémber B.C.’ Wild- 
life -Federation which de- 
manded a public hearing on 
the permits. The water dis- 
trict which gets its water 
frem the far end of the lake 
some 20 miles away wanted 
the hearing delayed until they 
had received a report on the 
situation from the B.C, Re- 
search Council.— an indepen- 
dent million-dollar research 
agency. 

. “‘We-consider no tests or ex- 
periments can establish with 
any sufficient degree of‘ cer- 
tainty that our water supply 
will not be polluted,’* the water 
district "stated. 

The—pollution. control board 
vetoed the request under a 
provision “of -the-—Pollution 
Control Act giving the board 
sole discretion over whether a 
hearing would be held. 

The board's executive engi- 
meer, Charles Keenan, ex- 
plains: “‘On- the basis of al 
the technical evidence it 
seemed superfluous to hold a 
hearing. No one had presented 
any concrete. evidence that 
anything was amiss.” 

The board. was at once 
accused of doing the- govern- 
ment's dirty work. 

“The Pollution Control 
Board is asked to do a 
whitewash job and that’s 
what's been done,’’ charged 
B.C.- Wildlife executive direc- 
tor Howard Paish.~ 

In fact, informed sources 
suggest the board was inten- 
tionally’ restricting its function 
to a purely technical level in 
order to toss the hot potato 
back into the laps of the. 
politicians who originally 
made the: highly political 
decision. 

But not even all the 
technical evidence was in yet. 
The B.C. Research Council 
had not yet made its report. 

The council dropped its 
bombshell Nov. 3 with a 
report to the water . district 
blasting _ the._control _board's 
decision. “—.- 

This report proclaimed 
Western Mines tailing system 
would not-work efectively, if 
at all. 

It warned of possible catas- 
trophic*consequences for 
marine life in the lake, 

It blasted Western Mines 
application for containing in- 
numerable errors and defic- 
jencies,and claimed there was 
no evidence the Pollution Con- 
trol Board had examined these 

_Shortcomings in the Western 
Mines proposal. 

It called for a re-examina- 
tion of the proposals before 
Western Mines installed the 
equipment, 

Unfortunately for the water 


district the bombshell proved ~ 


to be a dud. 

It turned out that the report 
had been based on an exam- 
ination. of an ‘‘Information 
Summary” prepared for pub- 
lic consumption by Western 
Mines before the design of the . 
system was completed,- 

The summary outlined a 
quite different system from the 


- one actually put before the

And furthermore the B.C. 
Research Council’s” analysis 
of the summary | contained 
technical errors inchxiing an 
error of 4,000. per. cent in 


underestimating the dijution 
of the townsite sewage and the 
proposition that water would 
on its own flow upward out the 
top of a pipe several feet 
above the surface of the lake. 

These superficial mistakes 
overshadowed the report's 
valid qualms about the pos- 
sible toxie .effect -.of the 
tailings on trout spawning in 
streams leading. into the lake, 
the largest spawning bed in-a 


stream within half a mile of : 


the discharge point. 

The report was immediately 
withdrawn before the press 
could obtain it, and then re- 
issued. after the correction of 
“minor errors,” as one of the 
report’s. signers, Dr. Craig 
Walden, head of the council's 
applied biology division, put it 
to The Times. 

The: main change was the 
réport's—conelusion: 

The revised- repert, issued 
under the name of the coun- 
cil's engineering head_as well 
as- the original two signers, 
conchided : 

“Many questions have 
arisen from this study regard- 
ing the overall effectiveness 
of the” waste discharge 
scheme proposed by Western 
Mines. Ltd, and from the lack 
‘of “sufficient technical infor- 
mation for adequate evalua- 
tion of the proposed scheme.

We know what Happened. when the 
United States succumbed to the spell of 
Mr. Kipling and OVerseas empire later in 
the century. Mr. Hearst had little trouble 
in arousing public enthusiasm for a 
Spanish war offering such modest prizes 
as Cuba, Puerto Rico and The Philip- 
pines. In that premissile age few 
Americans can have regarded Cuba as a 
serious security risk.

threat and it lay astride the St. 
Lawrence, a major outlet for American 
commerce. 

There are no associate states in the 
United States and’ the ideas favored by 
Mr. Gabias and his party have been 
frowned on in Washington ever since 
South Carolina precipitated the nullifica- 
tion crisis-early in tr~ last century.

Tailings in Buttle 
No Health Hazard’ 


The pollution of British Co- 
lumbia’s air and water isa 
major threat facing the prov- 
ince in the century ahead, The_ 
Times assigned reporter Gor- 
don Ritchie to examine the
